they wore destroyed by sparrows. Nei-

A Brilliant Gathering. 

A PRACTICAL AND STATESMANLIKE 
SPEECH. 



Otiaw.v. Feb. 'J. 
Tho fourth aossioti of tho fourth Par- 
liament of Canada was opened this after- 
noon with ceremonies and surroundings 
more than usually brilliant and "attract- 
ive. 

Shortly after one o'clock people began 
to gather in front of the Houses of Parlia- 
ment. Their number increased rapidly, 
so that by three o'clock, when His Ex- 
cellency arrived, there must have been 
sovi.'i'al thousand persona on the hill. 
.■Mjout a quarter to three a guard of honor 
compoHcd of one hundred men of tho

marched into Parliament square arid took 
up their places in front of the main en- 
trance. With a punctuality nicBt com- 
mendable his Excellency arrived at tho 
main entrance just as the clock was strik- 
ing three. Ho was escorted from Ridcau 
hall by a detachment of tho Princess 
Louise Dragoons. Tho viceregal party 
consisted of his Excellency the Govornor- 
( ionoral, Mr. and Lady Francos Balfour, 
Mr. and Mrs, Russell Stoph6nson,Lteut. • 
Col. DeWinton, Col. Dydo, A.D.C. to tho 
(^uoen, Col. Qzowski, .A. I). C. to tho 
Queen, Captain the Hon. W .

Tho trade and n.avigatton report shows | 
that tho exports for tho year 1880-81 am- 
ouutcd to 898,290,823, said to bo "prin- 
cipally composed of Canadian uroducc and 
manufactures.' The largest export of 
any preceding year was in 187"', when it 
aggregated S!89,789,922. 'fhe total trade 
of tho Dominion amounted last ye.ar to 
§189,902,-i27, tlic largest total of any 
year except 187-1-75, when it ran up to 
§197,50C,C3G. Tho total imports of 1880- 
81 exceeded tho total exports by 87,040,- 
017. The table of. -total imports and the 
duties thereupon for eacli year since ]8fi7 
is exceedingly instructive. It .shows that 
while §14, -121,882 was collected on a to- 
tal import of §128,213,582 in 187 t, and 
§15,351,392 on a total of $12;i,07U,283 in 
1875, and less than §13,000,000 each sub- 
sequent year to 1879, there was coUoetod 
this year n6 less than 818,000,785 on a 
total of 8105, 335, 3-10. While in tho last 
year of tho Mackenzie Administration 
each dollar of imports paid about 14^ eta., 
last year each dollar paid 17^ cents. Tak- 
ing only tho goods entered for consump- 
tion, these percentages become 14 and 20 
respectively, that is on all goods import- 
ed to bo consumed. Last year there wore 
cents more paid by way of taxation on 
each dollar tlian tliero liad been in 1870.
